~ By this morning’s London mail there is not any news 
of importance. French papers have been received, but 


thefe are ftill without any authentic intelligence refpect- 
ing Buonaraarte, although various rumours are ftated. 

The affairs of Ireland continue to engage much of 
the public attention. It an error crept into the 
official difpatches fent b Lord CasTLergaGH to the 
Duke of Portianp, of the 2gth. 
patch appeared in laft London Gazette, it ftated that 
the French had advanced upon.Tuam. The Duke of 
Portianp has however addreffed a letter. to the Lord 
Mayor of Londop, dated Whitehall, September 3. in 
which he correéts that error, and ftates that by letters 
received by him that day, the French had not left 
Caftlebar. 

The London Sun of this morning, in mentioning 
what it calls authentic particulars, fays “* The French 
are fuppofed to have Tolt about 80 men, in their attack. 
On the part of the Royal force, feveral were taken pri- 
foners in confequence of two of the Irifh regiments of 
militia running away. The French General had fent a 
flag of truce to General Laxet, faying, he fhould fend 
back the officers who had been taken prifoners.” 

A letter from Dublin, dated 30th Augult, fays— 
We fhould-have defeated the French at Caltlebar, tho’ 


The French took 16 officers, all of whom, except four 
wounded officers, they fent back. 

Same acconnts’ fay, that the force which attacked 
General Laxe amounted to 8000 men. 

‘The French had certainly in view to fend over more 
forces to Ireland than what they have yet: fected. We 
have never heard of more than 1800 having landed 
from three frigates, which are faid to have failed from 
Bourdeaux, and to have-been at fea fully a month _ ha- 
ving gone a great way out tofthe Atlantic. 

It ny 2g Government has laid an embargo on moft

It has been repeatedly faid, that a French 74 gun 
thip having 1090 foldiers on board had been taken by 
Lord A. Bravererx of the Dryad, and fent into 
Cork.—We do not yet know whether this is authentic.
